A Murderer's Confession.

In that confession he de- 
clared tbat he bad k;lled the children at 
the inefgesVon of hl«i housekeeper, who 
had aided him in the crime, so that there 
wonld be no impsdimerit to his marrying 
the housekeeper. 


Yesterday the old man (he is nearly 


seventy) summoned Colons' Saltier to his 
cill and made a second confession to him, 
He sa-'d the children were two of four Il- 
legitimate children birn to his daughter 
Barah, all by different fathers. He had 
always supported them. Soon aftar the 
birth of the last child his ilaus-hter mar- 
r'ed a notorious character known as 
"Huff na^le, the cowboy." I-IuffnaTle and 
his wife -were anxious to cet, Showers ont 
of the war, 
and onco hia daughter at- 


tempted to poison him. After that Show- 
ers drove Huffnagle from the house. Huff- 
naste tried to kill the old man several 
times, once placing dvnamite cartridges 
where 
he 
waa 
working. Soon 
af- 


ter 
that 
two 
of 
the 
children 


died, 
followed 
bv 
the 
death 
of 


their 
mother. 
Thnn 
Showers' 
wife 


died, leaving him with ihe care of the two 
remaining unfortunate grandchildren. It 
was hard for hisi to get any one to keep 
house for him and tmve the care of Mia 
children, so he tried to place them In dif- 
ferent a!ms-bousas without suceeso. Fin- 
ally, overwhelmed with trouble, and be- 
lieving that it would be better for his 
nameless grandchildren, he killed them 
while they were asleep and buried their 
bodies in the ditch where thev were 
found. 
Showers does not charge his 


housekeeper with any knowledge of the 
crime in this confession.

FORT WAYI»I, Ind., Nov. IfcVTheolty 


of Fort Wayne, with a population ol 
fortT thousand, seems to be about to ex- 
perience the horrors of * water famine. 
Because of tbe long drouth the water In 
the supply basin, as well as the email 
streams that contribute to It, has eo failed 
that not enough pressure is (riven to thf 
malne to operate jibe elevators In hotels 
and other tall buildings, and their uee hai 
been abandoned.

BOYD HELD FOB MTTBDEH. 


Verdict of the Jury in tlie Stabbing 


Case. 


The investigation by the coroner's jury 


in the stabbing affray case of Thursday 
afternoon was concluded Bt the coroner's 
office this foienoon, when the following 
rerdiot was returned holding George E. 
Boyd for the murder of Dick Williams: 


HELD WITHOUT BAIL. 


In the matter of the inquisition on the 


body of l)ick Williams, deceased, held at 
Decatur, on (he 18th and 19th days of 
November, 1887. 


We, the undersigned jurors, sworn to 


inquire of tUe death of Dick Williams, 
oc oath do find that ho came to his death 
by a stab from a knife in the hand of 
"George E. Boyd,inflicted on the 17th day 
of November, 1887; and recommend to 
the coroner of Macon county that ho 
issue his warrant tor the Stiid (jreorgo E. 
Boyd, and that the said George E. Boyd 
be held for the murder without bull to 
await th" action of the next irrand jury 
oE Mjicon county. 
(Signed)

There was a disposition on the pait of 


a number o£ the jurymen to hold Harvey 
Goolsby "as accessory,-but it was finaby 
concluded that from the evidence he was 
not a paity to the killing of Williams bj 
Boyd, but that he had made prepara- 
tions to defend himself against the 
thronts made by Boyd.

Williams, they were unable to state the 
cause, as no post rrortein examination 
had been hold. They h.id dressed the 
wounn, but wlunn it c.ima to stritinf? the 
cause ol the tlwath thny could no*" an- 
swer.

MEN. 


50VERNOR OGLESBY, JULIUS S. GRIN- 


NELL AND NATHANIEL S. JONES, 


The First Two Havo lately Been Es- 


pecially 
Prominent 
Because of the 


Anarchist Case—The Last Named Has* 
Become a Rich Man. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—There are some men in 


tho west I want to tell you about. One of 
thorn is a person very well known in Illinois, 
whore the familiar patronymic of "uncle" is 
quite umvorsully applied to him, and whose 
'amo U.'i5 m a measure spread throughout tho 
coun'ry—Governor Oglesby. On him as court 
of liu,t i usjrt for the aniirehista the eyes of 
tho world were for ro no days turned to 


what tho bolo arbiter of seven livos would 


do in one of tho most, perplexing c-a.',es ever 
known in this country. Governor Oglesby— 
Uuclo Dick" everybody eV/,1 him out this 
ay—has a kindly lace, 
i uya whacb 


twinkles with good humor, a tougua which 
clolijjlita to soy pleasant and knows how 
to utter 
felicitous 
things. 
One's first 


impression of tho governor is that he could 
not say a harsh or cruel thins, even to his 
enemy, 
to 
uavo his own 
neck; 
yet 


those wlio know him better know that 
on occasion he can bo as stern and unbending 
as ho pleases, with all duo grace arid natural- 
ness. Ho likes to' tell stories and nothinj 
pleases him better than to sit up till mid- 
night in tho office of the Kepublican head- 
quarters m Chicago—the Grand Pacific hotel 
—eichang-ing views and swapping yarns 
with a number of his f nends. He can "play 
the viohn, too, with a good deal of dash and 
spirit, and it was in this hotel some years 
years ago that I saw "Undo Dials" one oven- 
ing tnlw from tho hands of a colored mu- 
sician a black violin and ttpou it piny, to the 
liveliest possible time, an old country "break 
down" tune. The politicians and traveling 
men who wore present formed impromptu 
cotillons, and there was plenty of tan. 


It was in Kentucky that Oglesby learned 


to piny "tho fiddle," as ha has always called 
it and 03 be culls it to this day. He there 
learned several other things, some of them of 
a great deal mora importance. 
Among 


them was to hate slavery. Ho was a slave 
himself—to poverty and toil. To say that 
thu parents of a great American were poor 
mid honest is to tell a fact that was easily 
guessed; but Oglesby's parents were very, 
.'ery poor, and moreover, when the cholera 
swept through the Ohio valley in 183J, pe- 
culiarly fatul throughout that whole region, 
tho father and mother died within throe 
days, leaving half a dozen orphans without 
much in ttio way of property to start them 
off in life, Richard was 8 years old then, and 
when tho executor auctioned otf the estate 
of his father, consisting principally of an 
old colored man culled "Uuolo Tim," who 
had been kept inoro as a member of tho 
family than as a slave, tho boy shed 
many 
ami 
hot 
tears, 
and 
in 
his 


brave juvunila way declared that "Uncle 
Tim" should one day have his freedom. He 
kept his promise, too, some doien yea is later, 
and the old nogro diod free. An uncle took 
tho boy Richard and did the best he could by 
him, but that was not much, and young 
Oglosby received but a soaat common school 
wlucatiou. 


Oglesby springs from that stock which 


gave so much good blood to several of the 
western states, particularly to southern Illi- 
nois 
Thero were then in Kentucky two 


classes—the rich planters and the poor 
whites—and wide was the gulf between them. 
Tbe poor inuii continued tor a while the un- 
equal struggle against wealth backed up 
with slavery, and then looked about thomfor 
ii new fluid. Illinois pu- ruted many allure- 
ments, and hither tre.it numbers came, 
Thus Kentucky gavo to Illinois nomu ot her 
best blood and most illustrious names. Thua 
fame Lincoln, Yatos and Oglesby 
In 1838 


young Richard's uncle settlsd at Decatur, 
aucl the boy was beat to learn tho carpenter's 
trade. At i.'0 ho began the study of law. 
U'liL-n tho Mcxiciui war broke out ho wont to 
tlio front In tho regiment commanded by 
Lol. linker, who was afterword killod at 
Ball'-i Bluff. Tho gold fever of '49 sent him 
to thu valley of tho M icraruonto, wher* he 
toileU for two yam-bin hoaivbol! riches, which 
cumu not.

United States senutor, and has three tim»» 
been rL'-electod to the place he now occupies, 
and upon which tho fates this year throw so 
great and peculiar a responsibility. Governor 
Oglesby is a conscientious man, and yet one 
who stri v'ua to bo with th« majority. His dis- 
position is a composite of softness and as- 
perity, pliability and stubbornness. Ho is a 
keen law j cr, a wit, an orator in a blunt and 
en'ee'uvo I'u hi.

Another Chicago man hoi come to the 


front. Wall street gossips «ay fourth place 
in the speculative world now belongs to a 
westerner. The order of power, as given by 
them, is: Gould, Sage, Cammack, Jones. 
"Nat" the last named is usually called, 
though he is down on the letterheads of 
Jones, Eennett & McConnick, a Chicago 
board of trade firm, as "Nathaniel S." The 
career of Jones is another Illustration of what 
a little luck combined with a little shrew*, 
ness and a good deal of nerve will do for a 
man. 
Only seven years ago this new Wall 


street magnate was working on a 1101017 for 
the grain firm of William Young & Co., 
Chicago. He had, however, the privilege of 
doing some trading for himself through the 
houso. This privilege he availed himself of. 
so often and with so much shrewdness that 
when he left the employ of the Youngs, in 
1881, he had 8100,000 in clear cash, all made 
in "scalping" operations. This pretty stake 
he had made by cautious, steady work, 
jumping in and out of the market, ev»r sat- 
isfied with a small profit, just so it were • 
profit. 


But now bis methods changed. Feeling 


unlimited confidence in himself, and perhaps 
overestimating the relative power of bis 
"stake," h« at once began speculating on such 
a huge scale that his friends predicted hi* 
downfall and endeavored to "pull him up" 
while he still had a thousand or two left. But 
he wouldn't be "pulled up." He "tatted" 
after the great pork deal of 1883 with such 
plunges that a great many traders thought 
Jones the actual leader of the corner, when 
he was only trying to make on honest dollar 
by imitating the tactics of the real manipu- 
lator. Anyhow, pork went up from 0S to 
$21, and Jones made a fortune. He antici- 
pated the collapse of the licOooch lard 
corner and made a pot of money out of it. 


On the shore of Lake Michigan, north of 


town, is a row of splendid houses. Potter 
palmer's castle is ono of them, Robert Lin- 
coln's mansion another, Nat Jones' a third. 
Jones made that house out of one deal in 
Pullman stock. Ho and Pullman bought to- 
gether on joint account when the stock was 
under par arid held on until they realized 
140. 
The profits of the venture were S';50,000, 


and with his share of the pool Jones paid for 
his new house, 


Nat Jones is still a young man and a popu- 


lar one. He 19 nervous, active, restless and 
never but once, so his friends say, went Into 
a deal requiring patience, and that was in the 
Pullman venture just mentioned. He wonts 
quiek results, moves on his impressions 
rather than his logic, and has long been the 
leader of a clique of operators in Chicago. 


Ho is not so very rich, perhaps $1,000,000 


or $1,500,000 is his rating, but he is a specu- 
lative power far beyond the force of hi* 
money. A keen speculator himself and will- 
lug to plunge large sums, he is at the sama 
time a leader of men who at tha word are 
able to exert a tremendous influence upon the 
market Just now Jones 19 a bear. 


Notwithstanding his great and rapid suc- 


cess, Mr. Jones puts on no frills. He is essen- 
tially a modest man. Not above taking a 
stock hint or opinion from a clerk, he was 
never known to be vain of his success nor of 
personal appearance. "I have never had a, 
photograph taken," ho says, "because 1 have 
such on ugly phiz. I wear a veil in the day- 
time."
